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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Election 

1 . This action is in response to the provisional election mailed January 09, 2006. 
Applicant's election without traverse of (Group I) Claims 1-21 in the reply filed on 

January 09, 2006 is acknowledged. (Group II) Claims 22-28 are held to a non-elected 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103(a) 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Davis et al. (U.S. 6,607,834). 

Davis discloses a multilayer biaxially oriented composite comprising a polyester 
layer, a polypropylene core, an outer film comprising at least one polyester layer 
(column 2, lines 14-26) where the film is colored and an additive such as pigment, dye, 
etc. may be incorporated into the multilayer film, where the core is between first and 
second polyolefin layers (column 2, lines 33-41). Davis further discloses the film has a 
machine direction (column 2, lines 53-56) where the film has improved heat resistance 
(column 2, lines 60-63) where coatings are applied to both sides of the multilayer 
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composite (column 3, lines 1-20). In claim 1, the phrase, "oriented thermoplastic 
composite for use as a register or receipt tape" is an intended use. A recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the 
intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See 
In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963). Because Davis has a multilayer biaxially oriented composite with equivalent 
materials as the claimed invention, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to include the optimum secant modulus of the composite. Davis does not show 
that the composite has a thickness as instantly claimed. However, such features are 
properties which can be easily determined by one of ordinary skill in the art. With regard 
to the limitation of the thickness, absent a showing of unexpected results, it is obvious to 
modify the conditions of a composition because they are merely the result of routine 
experimentation. The experimental modification of prior art in order to optimize 
operation conditions (e.g. thickness) fails to render claims patentable in the absence of 
unexpected results. The thickness is optimizable as it directly affects the durability of the 
composition. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to make the 
composition with the limitations of the thickness since it has been held that discovering 
an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Boesch, 617 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980).
